They f- 
fered $10,000 cash for the informia- 
tion. Finally, they employed an- 
other St. Louis attorney, Walte: 
Schelp, to get the information from 
Phelan 

Schelp was paid $1500 and »>roin- 
ised $1500 more if he found - out 
where Calvin Goodman died. He 
went to. Phelan’'s office associate 
Irederick Bacon, and Bacon toid 
him the information for $3000. 
That made $4500 which the Good 
tian heirs paid to St. Louis attor- 
neys for information about a $3509 
estate. The information led che 
heirs to a small town !n Californis 
au Suburb of Los Angeles, and there 
it was found that Calvin Goodman 
had died, leaving everybody excited 
about a mythical! estate.

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SHANGHAI, Feb. 17.—Hang- 
chow, regarded as the gateway [to 
Shanghal, was bélieved tonight to 
have fallen into the hands of the 
Cantonese invaders. The troops %f 
Marshal Sun Chuan-Fang, ruler of 
the province of Kiangsu, of which 
Shanghai is the chief city, were re- 
ported evacuating Hangchow after 
their defeat by the Cantonese. - 
Fighting was taking place in the 
outskirts of Hangchow, city of 


800,000 population, as early as last 
night, said a foreigner who arrived 
here by train. The soldiers of Sun 
were falling back then, demoralized, 
before the Cantonese onslaught. 
Northern Army Collapses. 

It is clear that the northern 
army in Chekiang province, of 
which Hangchow is the capital, 
has collapsed, but whether disin-e 
tegration is so complete as to pre- 
vent further resistance to an at- 
tack on Shanghai is uncertain. 

Foreign authorities here belleve 
Marshal Sun has lost Cheklang 
province unless he receiveg rein- 
forcements: from the Shantung - 
northern army. No Shantung sup- 
port has been forthcoming up to 
the present. 

When the Southerners § atarted 
their offensive some time 10, 
with Shanghat as their objective, 
their supporters here said that ff 
Hangchow fell into their hands the 
largest portion of their task was 
over. 

Control of that city, they ex- 
plained, would enable the Nation- 
alists to transport by water sup. 
piies and artillery that heretofore 
have been lugged on human back 
over mountain roads and tralls. 

In the other active war sector 
Honan Province, to the north and 
west, far tn the interior, no actual 
fighting has been reported, but the 
troops of the Northern armies con- 
tinue to advance, preparatory _ to 
their attack upon the Cantonese- 
controlled Upper Yangtze River 
Valley.

The State Senate has massacred the program of 
‘criminal law reform proposed Ig the Missouri Asso- 
ciation for Criminal Justice. This program con” 
tained the cream of the ideas gathered after a cost- 
ly and painstaking two-year survey. The survey was 
made with the co-operation of leading lawyers, bus! 
ness and professional men and women in Missour', 
and was begun as a reaction to the most extraordi- 
nary crime wave known in this country. It was de- 
signed to plug up the holes in the administration of 
crimifal justice, and, without abrogating in any way 
the constitutional rights of accused persons, to pre 
'yent criminals from escaping..just punishment. The 
association's program is dead for at least two years 

Despite the favorable report on the bills by the 
Committee on Criminal Procedure, the Senate made 
short shrift of most of them. A fight in their be- 
half faded quickly when it became evident that the 
bills were doomed. The Senate was cocked and 
primed, and the more important.of the bills were shot 
down almost as soon as they were set up. Oni 
these was for the simplification of the indictment 
form to prevent what has been a frequent occurrence 
in Missouri, the reversal of a conviction because 
someone put a comma in the wrong place or forgot 
to dot an “i.” Another changed the rule about in- 
structions to the jury to prevent reversal on trivial 
errors in immaterial instructions. Another removed 
the advantage defendants now have in the number of 
jury challenges.
